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Divers, volunteers help look for couple

OIL SPRINGS - The search for a Johnson 
County couple missing since Sept. 5 continued 
last weekend with numerous volunteers lending 
assistance. 

Efforts Saturday were coordinated between 
the Johnson County Sheriff’s Office, Paintsville/ 
Johnson County EMS Director Gary McClure 



and regional search and rescue coordinator Brian 
Jeffers to once again conduct a foot search of 
Larry and Sandra Blanton’s property, utilizing 
search and rescue dogs and with numerous volun- 
teers both on foot and on horseback. 

The search, however, uncovered no major 
clues. 

In addition members of the Johnson County 
Rescue Squad, Rockhouse Fire and Rescue, W R 
Castle Fire and Rescue, Oil Springs Fire and 
Rescue and West Van Lear Fire Department par- 



ticipated in the search. 

Johnson County chief sheriff’s deputy Kevin 
Pelphrey said Monday that another search was 
conducted Sunday. 

“Gary McClure and Brian Jeffers put together 
some divers on Sunday,” Pelphrey said. “They 
were following up on a tip and went near the 
Fishtrap area on Sunday where divers dove in 
there to see if new information might be there, 
but they didn’t find anything.” 

McClure said there were approximately 30 



people helping with the search Sunday, including 
members of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
who were also on the water. 

Approximately 40 trained search and rescue 
volunteers with several horses, cadaver canines 
and owners of Bloodhound Search and Rescue 
worked together for approximately 12 hours for 
clues to the missing couple’s whereabouts.

J ohnson 
school gets 
national 
designation 

FRANKFORT - A Johnson Coun- 
ty school has been recognized by the 
U.S. Department of Education. 

Porter Elementary is one of three 
schools in Kentucky to be designated 
as 2012 National Blue Ribbon Schools 
by the federal agency. 

Nationwide, 307 schools will be 
honored with National Blue Ribbon 
Schools awards, which recognize pub- 
lic and private P-12 schools that help 
students achieve at very high levels 
and for making significant progress in 
closing achievement gaps. 

The National Blue Ribbon Schools 
Program honors public and private 
schools based on one of two criteria: 

• Schools whose students are high- 
performing. These are schools among 
each state’s highest performing 
schools as measured by their perfor- 
mance on state assessments or, in the 
case of private schools, that score at 
the highest performance level on 
nationally normed tests. 

• Schools with at least 40 percent 
of their students from disadvantaged 
backgrounds that improve student per- 
formance to high levels as measured 
by the school’s performance on state 
assessments or nationally-normed 
tests. 

Porter Elementary and Kentucky’s 
two other Blue Ribbon Schools meet 
the requirements in the first category, 
schools whose students are high-per- 
forming. 

Representatives from each school 
will attend a recognition ceremony 
Nov. 12-13 in Washington, D.C. 

Since the program’s revamping in 
2003, 40 Kentucky public schools 
have been named Blue Ribbon 
Schools.

PAINTSVILLE — Campaign- 
ing has picked up as the November 
general election draws closer.

McClure said there were an 
estimated 50 people participat- 
ing in the search Saturday. 

Pelphrey said the search 
party didn’t go back over the 
areas where the dogs had previ- 
ously found a scent but instead 
searched elsewhere. 

“At this time, there is no 
new information, but we are 
following up on every lead or 
tip we get to make sure,” Pel- 
phrey said. “We will coordinate 
with the Kentucky State Police 
to see what other types of tests 
we can do and we will continue 
to look in every direction to find 
information of their where- 
abouts.” 

Pelphrey also confirmed that 
the Blantons still have not used 
any of their finances and still 
haven’t made contact with any- 
one that they are aware of. 

The couple’s son, William 
Blanton, 29, and his girlfriend, 
Amanda Fannin, 31, have been 
deemed persons of interest in 
the case. 

Both William Blanton and 
Fannin are currently incarcerat- 
ed at the Big Sandy Regional 
Detention Center in Johnson 
County. 



Blanton was arrested after 
he allegedly attempted to fill his 
father’s prescription for metha- 
done at Value Med Pharmacy 
and is charged with obtaining or 
attempting to obtain a con- 
trolled substance without a 
practitioner prescription. 

Fannin was arrested Oct. 3 
on a charge of flagrant non- 
support, and after being incar- 
cerated was also charged for 
promoting contraband, when 
jail authorities conducted a cav- 
ity search and found a pack of 
Suboxone strips hidden. 

Johnson County Sheriff 
Dwayne Price had previously 
scheduled for the couple to 
have a polygraph test, after 
authorities used rescue and 
cadaver dogs to search the 
missing couple’s 50-acre farm 
the first time and one of the 
dogs reportedly hit in two loca- 
tions, but found nothing. 

William Blanton and Fannin 
later changed their mind about 
taking the polygraph test, Price 
said. 

Willie Blanton lives in a 
trailer owned by the couple on 
the property and has alleged to 
authorities that the last time he 
saw his parents was at approxi- 
mately 7 p.m. Sept. 5 and they

• Students who temporarily 
reside outside the county. 

• Other voters who tempo- 
rarily reside outside of Ken- 
tucky. 

• Voters who are incarcerat- 
ed but have not yet been con- 
victed. 

• Voters whose employment 
takes them outside the county 
during all hours the polling 
place is open 

• Voters who will be out of 
the county on Election Day. 

• Military personnel con- 
fined to base who learn of that 
confinement within seven days 
or less of the election. 

• Voters and spouses of vot- 
ers who have surgery scheduled 
that will require hospitalization 
on Election Day. 

• Pregnant women in their 
third trimester. 

• Precinct election officials. 



• Voters of advanced age or 
who suffer from disability or 
illness. 

Depending on the reason for 
casting an absentee ballot, an 
individual may be permitted to 
vote either by mail or in person. 
Voters may request an absentee 
ballot application from their 
county clerks in person or via 
telephone, fax or e-mail. 

Applications for mail-in 
absentee ballots must be 
received by the county clerk’s 
office no later than Oct. 30, and 
completed ballots must be 
received by the county clerk by 
6 p.m. local time on Election 
Day. 

In-person absentee voting 
will begin in all counties no 
later than Oct. 23, although 
county boards of elections may 
permit in-person absentee bal- 
loting earlier. In-person absen- 
tee voting is conducted during 
the county clerk’s regular busi-

p.m., includes dinner. 

All proceeds from the Blue- 
grass Policy Forum on Sub- 
stance Abuse will benefit treat- 
ment/recovery and educational 
initiatives of UNITE and 
Recovery Kentucky, a program 
operated by the Kentucky Hous- 
ing Authority. 

UNITE Director Karen Kel- 
ly and Kentucky Housing Cor- 
poration Executive Director 
Mike Townsend will participate 
in the program. 

“Too often we think of sub- 
stance abuse from an imper- 
sonal perspective when, in real- 
ity, we should be focusing on 
the individuals and families 
overwhelmed with the conse- 
quences of a loved one’s addic- 
tion,” said Karen Kelly, director 
of UNITE. 

“Our state lost 82 lives a 
month to drugs last year - more 
deaths than from motor vehicle 
crashes,” Kelly lamented. “It is 
especially sobering to look into 
the faces of innocent children 
who are abused, abandoned or 



forgotten because of their care- 
giver’s addiction and wonder, 
‘What can I do to make things 
better?”’ 

UNITE was created in 2003 
to provide a holistic, communi- 
ty-based approach to addressing 
problems with prescription drug 
abuse. Approximately 1,200 
calls a month are made to 
UNITE’s Treatment Referral 
Line (1-866-908-6483), and 
nearly 3,000 low-income indi- 
viduals have received vouchers 
for residential treatment for an 
addiction. 

Recovery Kentucky is a pro- 
gram that helps Kentuckians 
recover from chronic substance 
abuse and addiction, and move 
toward a life of sobriety and 
productivity. It supplies sup- 
portive housing to those suffer- 
ing with addiction through 10 
centers across the common- 
wealth.

Price was not available for 
comment this week but in a 
Facebook post thanked the vol- 
unteers who helped with the 
latest search. 

“Our day was long, the work 
was tedious and we never 
slowed down for over 12 
hours,” Price said in his post. 
“We were a large team but it 
was well coordinated and the 
search work was flawless. Our 
work will continue. We won’t 
stop until this case is solved. 
Thank you again for your hard 
work. It was much appreciat- 
ed.”

SOMERSET — Operation 
UNITE’s Service Corps initia- 
tive continues to expand its 
impact across Southern and 
Eastern Kentucky. 

With the infusion of supple- 
mental funding from the Corpo- 
ration for National and Com- 
munity Service, UNITE now 
employs 44 full-time Ameri- 
Corps members to serve ele- 
mentary schools in 11 school 
systems, including the Paints- 
ville Independent and Johnson 
County districts. 

“Last year we had 28 Amer- 
iCorps members, but several 
members had to split their time 
between two schools,” said 
Eugene Newsome, director of 
the Service Corps initiative. 
“This year each member is 
employed at a single school, 
which will increase their effec- 
tiveness and impact within the 
school community.” 

Because of the program’s 
growth, UNITE has added vet- 
eran educator Nancy Hale as 
co-coordinator of the initiative, 
said Debbie Trusty, UNITE’s 
education director. Hale recent- 
ly retired as a school counselor 
with the Rockcastle County 
Public Schools. 

“Nancy has been a phenom- 
enal asset to UNITE through 
her work with both the Rock- 
castle County UNITE Coalition 
and school UNITE Clubs,” 
Trusty said. “She will easily 
step in to this position and bring 
an expertise that few can 



match.” 

This is the fifth year UNITE 
has received funding for its Ser- 
vice Corps initiative, that pro- 
vides math tutoring, teaches the 
“Too Good for Drugs” and 
“Healthy Futures/Take 10” 
wellness curriculums, and coor- 
dinates anti-drug UNITE Clubs 
at each location. In addition, 
members provide thousands of 
hours of volunteer service and 
recruit volunteers for school 
prevention activities. 

Each participating school 
contributes $5,500 toward the 
salary of their AmeriCorps 
member. Upon completion of 
one or two years of service, 
members are eligible for a Segal 
AmeriCorps Education Award 
that can be used to pay back 
student loans or cover tuition 
costs. 

“We have witnessed phe- 
nomenal success because of our 
dedicated Service Corps mem- 
bers,” Newsome stated. “We 
have consistently exceeded our 
goals.” 

Statistics from the 2011-12 
school year reflect the impact: 

• A total of 1,751 students 
completed the 10-lesson “Too 
Good For Drugs” curriculum, 
which focuses on resistance 
skills, role-playing and deci- 
sion-making skills to avoid 
using alcohol, tobacco or other 
drugs. Post-test scores in drug 
education information increased 
40 percent. 



• A total of 1,412 volunteers 
were recruited to assist with 
activities (a 187 percent 
increase). 

• A total of 12,514 hours of 
volunteer service were provided 
by Service Corps members to 
the schools and communities 
they serve (a 263 percent 
increase). Many hours were 
logged in helping recovery 
efforts following the March 2 
tornado outbreak. 

• A total of 2,507 younger 
students were mentored by old- 
er students in drug education, 
prevention and resistance strat- 
egies (a 329 percent increase). 

• A total of 1,351 students 
were tutored in mathematics (a 
137 percent increase), with test 
scores increasing 36 percent 
over the course of the year. 

• A total of 1,751 students 
participated in the “Healthy 
Futures/Take 10” wellness pro- 
grams, with test scores increas- 
ing 35 percent. 

• A total of Service Corps 
members conducted 99 educa- 
tional presentations to commu- 
nity organizations. 

• A total of 32 anti-drug 
UNITE Clubs were sponsored 
by Service Corps members. 
There were approximately 
2,200 student members of these 
clubs.

INEZ — The grand open- 
ing for a new business located 
at the Honey Branch industri- 
al site near the Big Sandy 
Regional Airport and the 
United States Penitentiary in 
Martin County along New Rt. 
3 is scheduled for Friday. 

David Brown, owned by 
Clyde Blowers Capital, which 
is considered a leading global 
expert in gearing solutions 
and services across various 
industries including mining, 
oil and gas, wind energy, solar 
energy, conventional power 
and rail, originally planned to 
open the service center in 
September.

On January 30, 1992, Ralph 
Baze ambushed Powell county 
Sheriff Steve Bennett shooting 
him three times in the back. 

Baze then shot Deputy Arthur 
Briscoe in the back and head. 

While in custody, Baze admitted 
the murders. He was tried and 
sentenced to death. 

In November 1997, the Ky 
Supreme Court issued it’s ruling 
on his appeal. 




Six justices voted to affirm 
Baze’s convictions. 

Only one — JANET STUMBO, 
then your Supreme Court Justice, 
voted to reverse Baze’s murder 
convictions. 

In 2004, voters removed Janet 
Stumbo from the Supreme Court 
replacing her with Will T. Scott. 

Justice Will T. Scott is endorsed 
by the Commonwealth Attorney’s 
Association and the Pikeville Ky 
Fraternal Order of Police.

INEZ — A Tomahawk man 
was arrested Oct. 12 after offi- 
cers responded to a domestic 
violence complaint. 

Robert Johnson, 34, is 
charged with third-degree 
assault of a police officer, 
fourth-degree assault (domestic 
violence) minor injury, resisting 
arrest, possession of marijuana 
and drug paraphernalia. 

According to the arrest 
report, Martin County sheriff’s 
deputy Dan Muncy responded 
to the domestic violence com- 
plaint on Ralph Moore Lane at 
approximately 2:41 a.m. Oct. 



12. Upon his arrival, the father 
of the female subject advised 
him that the male was inside a 
camper next to his residence. 

“I knocked on the door and 
no one answered,” Muncy said 
in the report. “The father gave 
me permission to enter the 
camper.” 

Muncy said in his report that 
Johnson was asleep on a bed 
when he entered the camper and 
that it took him several attempts 
to get him awake. 

“I asked Johnson why he 
struck the female and he said he 
did not remember and that he 
didn’t hit her,” Muncy said in 
the report. “I asked him why 
they were fighting tonight and 
he said he didn’t remember that 



either.” 

Muncy said in the report that 
he noticed what appeared to be 
marijuana on a box and a pipe 
that appeared to have marijuana 
residue inside it along with 
some rolling papers. 

“I asked Johnson to walk 
down to my car and sit in the 
back seat while I finish my 
investigation and he refused, so 
at that time I placed him under 
arrest,” Muncy said in his 
report. “Johnson complied and 
let me put handcuffs on him. As 
we walked to my car he began 
to pull away from me. I opened 
my door and told him to sit 
down.” 

Muncy said Johnson began 
using profanity and attempted

J.D. Chaney, the KLC’s 
chief governmental affairs offi- 
cer, said Stumbo’s “willingness 
to lead on this issue by sponsor- 
ing legislation helped make pre- 
scription drug abuse a priority 
for the General Assembly.”

to “head-butt” him. 

While Muncy said in his 
report that he was able to con- 
trol Johnson’s head, he still 
refused to sit and the officer 
administered pressure-point 
controlling tactics until he sat 
down. 

Johnson then refused to put 
his feet inside Muncy’s cruiser, 
and while he was trying to place 
his feet inside the vehicle, John- 
son attempted to bite Muncy on 
his right forearm, the report 
said. 

Muncy then pulled Johnson 
back out of the cruiser and put 
him in the prone position until 
backup arrived, at which time 
he willingly sat in the cruiser, 
the report said. 

The female victim stated 
that the male had punched her 
on the left side of her face, 
swelling up her left cheek, and 
also kicked her on her side and 
pulled her hair, the report said. 

Upon a search of the resi- 
dence, Muncy said he found 
two marijuana plants that the 
female stated belonged to both 
her and Johnson, the report 
said.

I’m always talking about 
the importance of keeping 
your computer safe from 
viruses that can expose your 
sensitive digital information. 
But today, I’m going to talk 
about the old-fashioned, 
low-tech kind of virus. A 
cold or flu can shut down 
your productivity just as 
quickly as any computer 
virus outbreak. Sneezing and 
coughing aren’t the only way 
viruses spread. Flu viruses 
can stay active on hard sur- 
faces for a couple of days, 
and those hard surfaces 
include computer keyboards, 
mice, tablets and smart- 
phones. If you touch a germy 
keyboard and then touch 
your mouth, nose or eyes, 
chances are good that you’ll 
get sick. Your first line of 
defense is to get a flu shot 
http ://w w w.komando .com/ 
coolsites/index. 
aspx?id=9660 and to wash 
your hands frequently with 
soap and water. If hand 
washing isn’t convenient, 
use an alcohol-based hand 
rub. Cleaning your gadgets at 
home and at work is another 
great defense.Here are a few 
general tips before you start 
cleaning. Be sure to power 
down your tech gear. If it 
uses AC power, be extra safe 
and unplug it. Don’t spray 
cleaners directly onto elec- 
tronic items or let liquids 
seep into openings. Avoid 
using alcohol-based cleaners 
and abrasive cloths or paper 
towels on touch screens and 
computer monitors. 

Phones and tablets 

Phones are like petri 
dishes for germs and bacte- 
ria. Folks set them down on 
kitchen counters, park 
benches and restaurant 
tables. The gadgets spend a 
lot of time in pockets and 
purses that contain dollar 
bills and other germy things. 

In fact, tests show that 
mobile gadgets can have 
more bacteria than a toilet. 
And you put that up to your 
face how many times a day? 
Yuck! 

Give your phone, and 
tablet, a good rubdown with 
a microfiber cloth to clear it 
of germs and bacteria. 
Dampen the cloth slightly 
for more- stubborn stains and 
fingerprints. 

Be sure to wash your 
microfiber cloths - or use 
antimicrobial versions - to 
avoid germ buildup within 
the fibers. 

Stick-on screen protec- 
tors can be cleaned a little 
more aggressively and 
thrown away and replaced as 
needed. 

Computers and 
accessories 

You’re constantly touch- 
ing a keyboard and mouse at 
work and at home. So it’s a 
good idea to wipe them 
down daily during flu and 
cold season. It’s especially 
important when you share a 
computer with others. 

If your keyboard and 
mouse are wired, unplug 
them from the computer. If 
they’re wireless, shut them 
off and remove the batteries. 

A keyboard that hasn’t 
been cleaned for a couple of 
years probably has a fair 
amount of bread and potato 
chip crumbs lodged between 
the keys. A few blasts of 
compressed air will make 
quick work of that chore. 

Next, do a few passes 
with bleach-free disinfecting 
wipes. 

Have a laptop? Clean off 
the keyboard and track pad 
the same way. Just be sure 
the laptop is turned off. 

To clean a desktop com- 
puter case, use a disinfecting 
wipe to go over plastic and 
metal surfaces. For the dis- 
play, use a soft, slightly 
damp lint-free cloth. 

Make sure that the wipes 
you use aren’t overly damp. 
Squeeze out excess liquid 
before using.

who recommends tossing a key- 
board into the dishwasher. Bad 
idea! 

Other surfaces 

You’ll definitely want to 
wipe down the top of your desk. 

If you have a landline at 
home or work, wipe the handle 
and mouthpiece regularly with a 
disinfecting wipe. 

Place a bottle of alcohol- 
based hand sanitizer and a box 
of tissues next to your computer 
and use them frequently. If a 
tissue isn’t handy, sneeze and 
cough into your elbow to avoid 
broadcasting germs.
